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ABSTRACT 

The status of women in the colleges and universities 
in New Jersey was determined by questionnaire responses from 
accredited institutions in New Jersey. Twenty-one institutions 
completed the questionnaire form. Analysis of responses cover women 
and tenure; a general picture and percentages of women on faculties, 
1971-72 and 1S72-73; percentages of women faculty by classes of 
institutions both in New Jersey and by nationwide comparison; 
percentages of women by faculty ranks in comparison to men; women as 
parttime faculty; women in administration; and women on governing 
boards. The summary of responses indicates that women do not 
generally hold tenured positions; the percentages of women for 
classes of institution, faculty ranks show little gain; and women are 
still even less in evidence as members of governing boards than on 
faculties and administrations. Appendices include statistical data.

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INTRODUCTION 
1972 - 1973 SWVYT ON WOMEN IN ACADEME 



In NovciBber, 1971, Committee W, on the Status of Women in the 
Academic Profession, of the New Jersey State Conference of the 
American Association of University Professors, distributed a 
five-page questionnaire to the presidents of all the accredited 
four-year and two-year colleges and universities, public and 
private^ in New Jersey. The results of this questionnaire were 
published early in 1972 • Again, late in 1972, Cominittee W sent, 
a similar questionnaire to all such accredited institutions in 
New Jersey, in order to determine irfiat changes the status of 
women in hi^er education underwent in the state during the 
current year# 

Some 21 institutions joined in submitting a completed reply . 
this year as against 27 last year, but this year's respondents 
included several whidi had failed to respond last year 
(Glassboro State, Georgian Court, Atlantic, Brookdale, Morris, 
and Soaerset Conmunity) , while at least one (College of Medi- 
cine and Dentistry) refused to renew its cooperation, on 
grounds that "it would be inappropriate to provide information 
concerning the faculty, except" to its collective bargaining 
agent • -although this year's report also lacks updated figures 
from sane major private institutions, such as Fairlei^ Dickin- 
son and Seton Hall, it does have some advantages with regard to 
the public sector, as for instance in having more complete 
information from Rutgers, which, wth some 2278 full-time faculty 
in 1972 - 1973, has the largest faculty in the entire state, 
accounting for some ldi^9i of the total i:ull-time faculty reported 
for all institutions in the state* 

Again, Committee W would like to thank those institutions which 
did contribute affirmatively to the survey and to express to 
those vhtch did not the hope that the Committee may look forward 
to greater cooperation in the future*

Suinnary Statements*: 

1# Wooen and Tenure; Wonen generally do not hold tenured positions 
at New Jersey institutions of higher education in comparable 
nunbers to men, not only absolutely but not even proportionately 
to the percentages of faculty positions and titles they do have, 
although the tenure picture has ijnproved slij^tly for nomen in 
1972 - 1973 from 1971 - 1972 • 

2. General Percentages of Women: The percentages of women on the 
faculties of colleges and universities generally in New Jersqr 
have not improved from 1971 - 1972 to 1972 - 1973 and barely 
exceed the nationwide figures for 19^5* 

3# Percentages of Women by Classes of Institution: When New Jersey 
institutions are broken down into various types, female repSresen- 
tation for 1972 - 1973 either barely meets or is woefully below 
the 1955 national figures, in most cases. 

li. Percentages of Women by FacuLly Ranks: Female faculty are stiU 
disproportionately concentrated at the lower ranks, although the 
comparative figures for 1971 - 1972 and 1972 - 1973 indicate 
some improvement. 

5 6# Women and Part-Time Faculties and Administrations: Data on the 
presence of women on the part-time faculty and in administration 
continue to follov similar patterns as with full-time faculties • 

7# Women and Boards of Trustees: Women still are even less in

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ANALYSIS 



1. New Information Gathered for the 1972 - 1973 Report: 

Women and Tenure at New Jersey Institutions of Higher 
Education^ 

It was decided this year to introduce into the survey research into 
the farings of women %ri.th respect to tenure on the faculties of the 
colleges and universities in the state of New Jersey, both for last 
year (1971 - 1972) and for this year (1972 - 1973)* The results of 
this attempt are mixed: there is the drawback that Rutgers, the 
staters largest university, could not supply a breakdown for tenure 
and non- tenure appointments, for either year; some other institutions 
failed to supply that breakdown for 1971 - 1972. Thus comparisons 
with Rutgers, and between the two years for such institutions, cannot 
be satisfactorily made. However, although raaiy restilting calculations 
and conclusions about the comparative teimre status of women are of 
restricted validity in this report (and the enclosure of such figures 
in parentheses is meant to indicate the same), it can nonetheless be 
safely observed that the proportion of female faculty having tenure 
in comparison with all tenured faculty tends to parallel, yet signi- 
ficantly trail (by h.2% in 1971 • 1972 and 2.2% in 1972 - 1973), the 
proportion of the total nunber of women on faculties, both in each 
rank and generally as illustrated in the following:

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Finally, there does appear to be a slight improveinent in the tenure 
holdings of women from last year to this* In fact, the total figures 
show an increase of 1.9^ from 1971-1972 (21.$^ of tenured faculty 
wre then women) to 1972-1973 (23 ♦li^)* (incidentally, only one 
institution, QeorRian Court, indicated that some of its part-time 
faculty enjoy tenure.) 

2# General Picture and Percentages of Women of Faculties 

in Higher Education in r4ew Jersey, 1971-1972 and 1972-1973» 

Unlike last year, the data collected this year indicate that, overall 
in the colleges and universities in New Jersey (public and private, four- 
year and two-year), there has been no improvement in the numbers and 
percentages of women, in comparison with men, holding fUll-time factaty 
appointments: the charts actually show a l/lOth % decrease from 2$ #7^ 
of all full-time faculty members (reported) being women in 1971-1972 to 
2$.6% in 1972-1973 (whereas 19*9^ were found to be women in 1970-1971)* 

(V.lien the part-time figures are added in, there would seem to be an 
increase — of 1.$% — in the percentage of women, part-time and full- 
time combined, on the total faculties reported in 1972-1973: 2$. 655 
of the total faculty membership in the state in 1972-1973 are retx)rted 
as women, as against 2^.1^ in_1971-1972 — and 22.1^ in 1970-157ir* 
If these figures could be trusted, then they would seem to mean that 
only institutions are increasing the total number of women they are 
employing on their faculties by increasing the percentage of part-tirc 
female faculty members and at the expense of not increasing the percentage 
of women in full-time ranks. However, the part-time figures are signifi- 
cantly incomplete: Rutgers, for instance, the state's largest institution, 
supplied no data at all for its part-time faculty in 1972-1973, although 
for 1971-1972 Rutgers did show tiiat women constituted only l$.9i of its 
part-time faculty, but all of 22.3^ of its full-time faculty. Therefore, 
cumulative state figures and percentages of women on 1972-1973 faculties 
other than full-time are inconclusive and cannot be relied upon.) 

3» Perce nta^s of Women Faculty by Classes of Institution 
both in New Jersey and by Ifeitionwide Comparison 

In sum, as exhibited in the chart below, the percentages of women on the 
faculties of the colleges and universities in New Jersey venovteA for 

1971- 1972 and 1972-1973 continue generally below or barely meet the 
nationwide figures for 1955, the last year for which reliable data are 
available. Exceptions do occur on the university and junior college 
(community and private two-year college) levels. In detail: (I) the 
percentages of women during the two years on all faculties in New Jersey 
has apparently declined slightly, from 25.75? in 1971-1972 to 25. 65^ in 

1972- 1973, toward, rather than away from, the lower nationwide norm of 
23»0% for 1955. (II) There have been some increases, in some types of 
institutions -n New Jersey, but only in Junior colleges (from 35.75? in 
1971-1972 to 36.9^ in 1972-1973, where the national norm for 1955 was

32.0%) and uniTersities (from 19.ia in 1971- 1972 to 19*7^ in 1972- 
1973, where the nationwide figures far 1955 were 17.W). However, 
(ill) where New Jersey figures notably lagged below the nationwide 
norms, they continue to do so and either remain unaltered (liberal 
arts colleges: 2^*1% in both years, still 9.6i below the nationwide 
norm for 1955 of 3h.7%) or have substantially decreased (stat^ colleges: 
from 3lM in 1971-1972 to 28.7^ in 1972-1973, now a full lh.0% 
below the national norm of li2#7? for 1955) •

Only Ih.lt of the faculty in the upper ranks (professor and associate 
professor) were repoirted for 1972-1973 as being women in all institu- 
tions in New Jersey (only ll.b^K of full professors alone are women), 
whereas 3h.3$ of the faculty in the lower ranks (assistant professor 
and instructor) were women (and more women were in the lowest rank of 
all, that of instructor, with 1x2.7% of instructors being women). At 
the sane time, the total number of female facia ty at those institutions 
constituted 25.7^6 of the full-time faculty as a whole. In 1972-1973, 
however, although the percentage of women in the upper ranks did in- 
crease somewhat from the previous year (from lii.7^ to 17 .8?, but the 
number of full professors who are women again declined, by over 1 full 
percentage point, from ll.h% to 10.25C), yet women in the lower ranks 
decreased slightly (from 3ii*3* in 1971-1972 to 3h^0t in 1972-1973)* 
Both changes, on balance, account for the slight overall decrease in 
the percentage of flill-time faculty who are women, from 25. 7* in 1971- 
1972 to 25*6^ in 1972-1973# More significant, however, is the fact 
that Rutgers, with the largest faculty in the state, experienced a 
decline of 2.3 percentage points in its female full-time faculty pop-

ulation, from 12.yf> in 1971-1972 to 20*0^ in 1972-1973. VJhile 
promotions to the higher ranks throughout the state apparently increased 
the number of women there in 1972-1973.^17 •3^6 as against in 1971- 

1972), this shift occurred in Dublic institutions (from 17 .OX to 20.8^) 
rather than in private ones, where a noticeable decline is indicated 
(from 10#2^ to 6.1i56), although the figures would seem to reflect an insuf- 
ficiency of datn due to the non-response Eluded to of some major private 
institutions*

unfavorable distribution by rank of women in the academic profession 
still prevailing in the institutions of higher education in New Jersey •

5. Women as Part-Time Faculty in New Jersey^H^ 



There would stiU seem to be no significant difference, according to the 
data submitted, in the way women fare as pai^-time faculty in Mew Jers^^y 
as over against full-time faculty, although the 1972-1973 data, as al- 
ready noted, are too incomplete to substantiate this finding in detail 
beyond, and in comparison with, what was presented in last year's report* 

6* Women in the Administrations of New Jersey Institutions of 
Higher Education^HH^ 

Compared to holding faculty appointments, women continue to fare only 
sli^tly better in the percenta^^es of administrative positions overall 
and in particular which they hold in the colleges and universities in 
New Jersey. The new data submitted do not indicate any significant 
increase or change at all in the proportionate number of women adminis- 
trators. For instance, no woman has replaced a man as president of one 
of the institutions of higher education in New Jersey, although women

women continue as presidents (oriLu) of the relatively small, all-female 
colleges* 

?• Women on Governing Boards of Nev Jersey Colleges and 
Universittes* 

Although this year only 1 institution in the state reported no voxnen 
at all on its board of trustees, again no institution, even all-female - 
ones, reported having no male trustees, and although the number of 
female trustees would seem to be increasing in some institutions, the 
overall percentages of women serving on governir^g boards in the colleges 
and universities in New Jersey still continue to be lower than that for 
either faculties or administrations •

PARENTAL LfAVES 



Recent y.ev Jersey lavs and court rulinpcs require all employers to 
!«ake maternity leave available 

where leaves are permitted for illness, military study 
or any other reasonC Not to give maternity leave to a 
prerrrant employee is to penalize the employee because o'' 
her sex. The employer may limit the length of a materriity 
leave to that which is granted for other disabilities. ?o 
the extent possible, the woman should cret her sam*? job 
back or at least an equcl job, without loss of seniority,,. 
There can be no specific time set by the employer (to start 
maternity leave), A woman can work as lone as her doctor 
states it is safe for her to do so and she is able to do her 
job,l 

Prodded by the law, most hew Jersey collerrss and uni^'-ersitles have 
taken steps during the past year to make sure that their maternity leave 
policies comply with the leeal minimum obligation. Copies of a number 
of letters from colleges to the Attorney General's office or to other 
sources of le^al counsel were sent to Committee **/ and attest to this 
concern* 

Nevertheless, a number of colle^res apparently haw not officially 
chanred their policies. For example, Kontclatr State did not answer 
the parental leave questions, but instead wrote, "r'or rerulations per- 
taining to leaves of absence for academic personnel ^ please see 
An Academic Personnel Policies Guide for New Jersey State Colleges, 1968 . " 
This guide mentions maternity leave only under "Leave of Absence (without 
Pay).** It states, "Any faculty member on tenure may apply for a leave of 
absence without pay,**^ (emphasis added) This provides only the possibility

of leave and only for those on tenure — policies that are now clearly 
illegal. 

More importantly, from the viewpoint of Committee very few colleges 
have designed parental leave policiec which go beyond the legal minimum and 
try to provide a number of options designed to minimize the effect of 
childbearing and childrearing upon a faculty woman's chances of being: 
retained, promoted, or given tenure. Few if any institutions meet the 
New Jersey AAUP recommended standard of nixie weeks paid maternity (up to 
three weeks before delivery and up to six weks after delivery) available, 
automatically, as a right , to any woman who may need it and request it^ 
The idea of paternity leave, so that a man can begin sharing in the work 
of caring for a child and help his spouse to recover and return to work 
if she should desire to, is apparently thou^-xt to be ridiculous by many 
college administrations. The concept of parental leave of some unspecified 
length to enable adoptive parents to adjust to a new baby seems to be 
considered even more absurd.

a, short term maternity leave is handled at Princeton as part of 
regular sick leave policy, \ri.th full pay. This sick leave could 
extend up to six months if illness or compl cations developed 
following childbirth.

If requested, maternity leave can consist of relief from some or 
all teaching duties for either one or two terrast with a corres- 
ponding reduction or cessation of salary, but full benefit 
coverapre, 

Princeton, like several other institutions, has an "up or out" 
policy, with six years the maximum length of time that can be 
spent at the assistant professor rank, "If an Assistant 
Professor becomes pregnant, the six-year limit that a person 
may spend in the rank of Assistant Professor may, at her request, 
be extended for one year for each prep^iiancy, not to exceed a total 
of two years. Such extension may occur irrespective of whether 
she has taker any maternity leave, or gone on part-time service t 
or not," 
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
